It was quite dark at that time, rain was fall- 
ing, the track was slippery and so short a 
time had elapsed since the first section had 
come to a stop that no one bad been sent back 
to warn the trains In the rear. 

The engineer of the second section, Hage- 
man, saw the caboose lights of the first 
section and whistled down brakes, but 
before the speed of bis train could 


be reduced appreciably his engine was on the 
caboose of the first section. Hageman and his 
fireman, John Frazer, jumped from the en- 
gine before the collision, and it was fortunate 
they did. 

The caboose was telescoped, and several 
cars of the first section were derailed and 
splintered. The engine — 2 Mt of stack, 
bell and boiler covering. e cab was 
crushed as a match box would be under the 
biow of a hammer, and the cab roof was thrown 
high into the air. The engine's tender lost 
its first truck, and seven succeeding cars— 
loaded with wheat, cattle and empty beer 
kegs—were smashed out of any resemblance 
to cars. 

The engineer landed fairly in his jump, but 
the fireman, Frazer, fell badly and received 
numerous cute and bruises about his head 
and arms, He was carried to the caboose of 
the second section, and Dr. Blackmer of 
Benton attended him. 

There were a number of Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe Railway cattie cars containing cat- 
tle in the second section, All were unbroken 
except the firstone. That was derailed and 
emashed, but the cattle escaped apparently 
unburt irom the wreck and were soon brows- 
ing on the sbort wet grass by the side of the 
track. 

The explanation of the accident given by 
tralnmen last night was that the first section 
was late and the second section passed La- 
clede, the lust telegraph station, three min- 
utes after the first section, but 
received vo warning. Engineer 
Hageman thought he had a clear track, and 
as he was behind time, was runnin mye a high 
rate of speed. He did not see t caboose 
lights until well around the Sutton en and 
then, owing to his speed, the grade and the 
wet rails, was unable to prevent the collision. 

The outbound track was covered with the 
wreck debris and no trains out from the 
Union Depot could get past the wreck. 
Suburban trains were turned back from Ben- 
ton and the passengers were transferred to 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Railway. All ot 
the night trains of the Missouri Pacific went 
out over the Frisco Railway. 

The wreck was not cleared sufficiently to 
allow trains to use the outbound track until

One of those ques- 
tions involved the circumstance that, in addi- 
tion to the twenty delegates authorized to be 
appointed from each State and Territory in 
the Union, there were about one hundred 
delegates appointed at large by the oruaniza- 
tion which had charge of calling this cunven- 
tion in the State of Missourl. A fewof these 
delegates are present, and the quuves- 
tion arose whether those persons 
being present from the several 
States should add to the vote of those States. 
I will say that the. committee, with great 
unanimity, agreed to limit the number of 
votes from each State to twenty, and then the 
question arose as to how that vote should be 
cast, many of the States being deficient in the 
number of delegates that they are authorized 
to have upon this floor.

This is nota new question, nor is it lacking 
Interest because it is not new. The silver 
question, like the poor, we have always witt 
us. The free coinage of silver will settie 
the sliver question and verv greatly relieve the 
poor. It is said that silveris the money of the 
poor man. This saying ie not without reason. 
Silver constitutes for the most part that vast 
— of money inthe world called subsidiary 
coins. 

Germany decreed the gold standard in 1871, 
frou) 1857 till this decree she was on the silver 
standard. The United States demonetized 
silver in 1873, and France limited its coinage 
in 1874, and finally suspended it in 1679. This 
hostile legislation broke the parity and 
since then gold has steadily appreciated 
whilesilver bas remained stationary or, per- 
haps, has also slightly appreciated. To 
emphasize the statement that France, by 
free coinage, maintained this parity om 
1803 kill 1874 let us call sttention to 
the fact that the demonetization of 
Germany and the United States did not break 
the par. That it was not dislocated till France 
limited the coinage of silver in 1874. 
It is thus pointed out how one nation 
alone was able to maintain beth 
metals at par by the free or unlimited coinage 
of both at her mints. * 

it is very generally agreed among writers 
upon the subject as well as Statisticians who 
have examined into it that since the demone- 
tization referred to 

GOLD HAS APPRECIATED 

at about the difference between the value of 
gold and silver bullion. It is also generally 
admitted that sliver, in silver standard 
countries, Will buy as much of commodities 
as before, it not more. It is also generally 
agreed that the repeal of this hestile legisla- 
tion by these several nations would restore 
the status quo. 

The only question with bi-metalists in our 
country is whether we should at once repeal 
our demonetization laws or wait for the con- 
carrence of the other powers, including Great 
Britain. It is a significant fact that you will 
scarcely find a man in public life to-day who 
will assume the responsibility of 
contending for the single gold standard. 
lamin favor of paddling our own cence on 
this as well as all other subjects. If we have 
enacted bad laws let us repeal them. Itis 
not necessary to ask the advice or concur- 
rence of other countries. Espcolally should 
we repeal a law that has been so universally 
condemned as the demonetization act of 1873.

If 
more silver is coined than gold we are 
not hurt, for there are more than five 
times the number of people of the 
world who use only silver as money than use 
only gold. All our debts, public and private, 
are legally and morally payable in silver. We 
have no gold debt nor silver debt exclusively, 
but a debt payable in gold or silver at the 
option of — 

Are we to adopt the Royal Commission idea, 
Shall we refuse to coin silver free be- 
cause it will cheapen gold, and thus injuri- 
ously affect the prosperity of the Aus- 
tralian gold miner and react on the trade 
of the mother country?’’ Are we to shut 
up our silver mines to protect the inter- 
est ot the Enulish colonies and the mother 
country? Our gold miners do not ask it. They 
join in the general demand for equality of sil- 
ver with gold. As a mining question, free 
coinage of gold and silver piaces the miners 
of the precious metals on equal terms.

DEBTOR AND CREDITOR 
and existing contracts must necessarily enter 
into this discussion. To go minutely Into it 
would exhaust my time and your patience. I 
will say, however, that the free coinage of 
silver would not have the effect of greatiy 
disturbing the equity supposed to 
pertain to existing contracts and to the rela- 
tion of debtor and creditor. We are not in 
the same situation as Engiand and most other 
gold standard countries. Weare not, strictly 
speaking, on the goid standard. We have 
halted midway between the gold stand- 
ard and bi-metalism. We coin silver 
that is a full legal tender for all debts, public 
and private. e have no obligations that are 
not payable legally and morally in silver. 
Silver, therefore, performs part of the func- 
tions at least of measuring the Value of our 
standard of money. 
NO LIMIT 

GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVENTION—I want to 
add but one word more to what I have 
said and that is upon the  subjevt 
of limited coinage. 46 long as there 
is a limit, I don’t care where you 
place it, upon silver going to the mints of this 
country it will be at a discount necessarily.

LEFT OUT IN THE COLD, 


Delegates to the Pan-American Oongress 
Who Fail to Get Lecognition, 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Nov. 27.—The Interna. 
tional American conference is beginning to 
feel the effects of the misconstruction placed 
by the Governors of several States upon the 
law authorizing the appointment of delegates 


to the conference to represent the United 
States. Underthelawthe President nomi- 
nated andthe Senate confirmed the ten dele- 
gates authorized to be appointed. It appears, 
however, that the Governors of several States 
were under the impression that they were em: 
powered to select delegates. Some time ago 
the State Department became aware of this 
misapprehénsion through the receipt of let- 
ters from the persons who had been duly ac- 
credited as delegates by the State authorities, 
asking when the conference would meet, what 
their duties were to be, and generally for in- 
structions. 

To such of these persons as addressed the 
department in this way reply was made in- 
forming them of the lack of authority for their 
appointment and acquainting them with the 
true state of affairs. The department, how- 
ever, evidently failed reach all of the per- 
sons Interested, for from day to day since the 
conference began its sessions gentiemen have 
been calling at the headquarters and present- 
ing credentials and letters of appointment 
made out by the Governors of States. The 
chief executive of the State of South Dakota 
made haste to appoint a delegate who 
got here in advance of several 
others from older States in the Union. When 
the Conference twas in session Monday the old 
gentieman walked into the room, seated him- 
selfat the conference table, and for thre 
hours sat listening intently to the mixture o

As be left he explained that he was a delega 
from a Western State and evidently

Brief sketches are herewith given of some .of 
the principal contestants. 

R. J. LEACOCK, 

Captain of the M. A. A. C., first made his ap- 
pearance on the cinder-path in 1887 at the mid- 
summer games of the M. A. A. C., competing 
in the one-wile race. Although he did not 
win he made avery creditabie showing for a 
beginner. At the game of the St. Louis A. A. 
A., which took place at the Fair Grounds a 
few weeks later, he won the one-mile race 
from the 100-yard mark, beating Cahill, Ring 
and O’Tool. He also won the balf-mile race 
at the M. A. A. C. fall meeting October 16 of 
the same year. On March 5, 1888, starting next 
to scratch in the Missouri’s cross-country run 
at Forest Park, he won second place from a 
large ficid. On September 2, 1888, at the Irish 
Nationalists’ wames at the Fair Grounds, he 
won the mile and the quarter-mile runs, and 
distinguished hinfeelf one week later at 
Sporteman’s Park by winning the Western 
championship for one mile. On August 
$1 of this ear, at the Wanderers’ 
games in Chicago he started from the 
seventy yards mark in the one mile and won a 

reat race in 4:364, beating Baker, Brown and 
ficcollaugh. At Belleville, on October 27, he 
‘did a grand performance by winning the five- 
mile run from the scratch, beating Hunn and 

Hitebings. He also won the one-fourth mile 
on the same day.

AFTER COMMISSIONER WILDER. 


Benevolent Associations Ask the Governor 
of Kansas to Remove Him. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

ATCHISON, Kan., Nov. 27.—The report of 
Insurance Commissioner Wilder to the Gov- 
ernor, which has caused so much stirand ex- 
citementininsurance circles of the country 
on account of its attack upon wildeat in- 
surance companies and fts free use of language 
in connection with so-called boodiers of the 


Legisiature, whom he charges with having 
been bought by wild-cat agents, has been 
taken up by the fraternal beneficial societies 
and made a cause of resentment on account of 
allusions in the report to their class of life 
insurance. The chief cause of anger is a 
newspaper clipping incorporated jin the re- 
port, in which the editor of the paper reflects 
upon all societies which parade the word 
„honor“ asa part of their title, the particu- 
lar order referred to being the ‘‘Legion of 
Honor.’’ The report was brought up in 
the congress of fraternal beneficial 
societies held in Boston a few days 
ago by W. D. Gilbert, representing the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen of Kansas, 
und wasreferred by the congress to a special 
committee of five, with Mr. Gilbert as cnair- 
man. The committee made an elaborate re- 
port, closing with a resolution calling upon 
the Governor of Kansas to remove Commis- 
sioner Wilder from office. The matter has 
been the subject of general newspaper discus- 
sion in the State, and the committee’s full 
report is for some reason withheld from pub- 
lication. 

The following is the language of the resolu- 
tion with which the report closes: 

‘*Regoiyed, That we condemn the language 
used by Commissioner Wilder as embodied in 
bis official report referring to fraternal beue- 
ficial societies, and repudiate the imputat ions 
therein contained and recommend to the fra- 
ternal societies of Kansas that they take im- 
mediate action requesting the removal from 
office of Commissioner Wilder, and that a 
copy of this report and resolution be for- 
warded to the Governor of the State of Kan- 
sas.

W. H. BROTHERS WITHOUT LEGAL MEANS 
10 RECOVER HIS WARD. 


Judge Woerner Holds He Is Powerless to 
Compel the Production of Alice Jack- 
man or to Issue a Writ of Habeas Corpus 
for Her—He Probably Will Not Fine Mr, 
Taylor—A Queer Complication. 


HIS morning the 

Alice Jackman case 

wae again before 

Judge Woerner in 

the Probate Court. 

The Court gave its 

decision in regard to 

compelling the pro- 

duction of the child 

and her turning over 

to W. H. Brothers, 

her newly appointed 

guardian, and also 

in regard to issu- 

a writ’ of habeas corpus to 

have her released from her abductors 

and transferred to Mr. Brothers. Judge 

Woerner decided that he had no power either 

to compel Alice Jackman’s production or to 

idsue a writ of habeas corpus for her recovery. 

The only other thing done in the case was the 

examination of John G. Taylor, the child’s 

uncle and former guardian, to learn whether 

he had been guilty ofany contempt of court 

in connection with the girl’s ab- 

duction. While the court reserved its 

decision on this point until Monday Judge 

Woerner stated that at present he was of the 

opinion that Mr. Taylor was not guilty of any 

contempt, and would not require him to give 

any bond for his appearance in court Monday, 

when the decision will be formally rendered. 

It was considerably after 10 o’clock when 
the case was called. 

MR. TAYLOR WAS PRESENT 


with hie attorneys Messrs. Lodge and Moss, 
butthe members of hisfamily who were in 
the court room at othercallings of the case 
were conspicuously absent. Attorneys Estes 
and McOann were on hand for the other side, 
and so were Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Brothers and 
a number of thelr sympathizers, principally 
of the gentler sex. 

When the case was called Judge Woerner 
stated that after reading the law his mind 
was not changed as to his power to have the 
child produced in court. The Court could 
appoint a guardian forthe child, but had no 
power to compel her production in court, 
Although a case was cited in which 
a writ of habeus corpus had been 
issued in such a case, he doubted 
very mucb the court’s power to issue such a 
writ, and thought that in this case, in which 
one haa been allowed, it was really unconsti- 
tutional. 

THE COURT ¢ 
was therefore powerless to elther compel the 
production of the child orto issue a writ of 
habeas corpus. It had the power, however, 
to punish forcontempt of court, and if Mr. 
Taylor had been guilty of such contempt of 
court as the testimony ofthe Sister from the 
House of the Good Shepherd would seem to 
indicate, he would be punished. The Sister’s 
testimony would ihdicate that Mr. Taylor had 
been connected with the child’s abduction 
and if such was the case he was certainly 
guilty of contempt. ‘ 

Mr. Lodge said he had Mr. Taylor in court to 
answer any questions the court might desire 
to ask him. 

The Court said that it devolved on Mr. Tay- 
lor to clear himself of hia apparent guilt and 
that bis own counsel must examine him. 

Mr. Taylor was placed onthe stand. Mr. 
Lodge requested him to state to the court how 
he cametocall atthe House of Good Shep- 
herd on Sunday morning, as testified to by 
one of the sisters of the Institution. 

Mr. Taylor testified that he arrived home 
the previous Saturday night and learned that 
little Mamie Jackman, a sister of Allie, had 
been sent to the House of Good Shep- 
herd preparatory to taking her to the school 
of the institution. at Normandy. On 
Sunday morning be sent for Mr. Ai Spink,and 
they drove over to see Mr. Lodge They 
stopped at the Houseof Good Shepherd on 
the way over to Mr. Lodge’s residence, as the 
witness wanted to arrange for paying for her 
keeping. While there the sister asked him if

He said he was, and she said that there bad 
been some talk of placing her there, and 
wanted to know ifshe should receive: the 
should she be brought there.

Atthetime he had 
no idea oi abducting the child, and was not 
caiculating on such an occurrence when an- 
swering the sister’s questions. Mr. Taylor 
denied that he advised, aided, abetted or had 
anything to do whatsoever with the abduction 
and at no time since she was taken had her in 
his keeping. He last saw the child that Sun 
Gay, as he and Al Spink drove by Mr. 
Brothers’ house on their way to Mr. Lodge’s 
residence. Spink called his attention to the 
fact thatthe child was the window and the 

child waved ber hand him. 

There was a titter by Mrs. Brothers 
and a number of her lady friends who were in 
court. 

On cross-examination Mr. Taylor said he 
told the sister that Alice Jackman might be 
taken to the House of Good Shepherd at any 
time, because his wife had told him that the 
child’s brother, Tom, had been to the 
bouse ofthe witness and had stated that he 
intended taking Allie from Mrs. Brothers, as 
he had learned some things about Mrs. Broth- 
ers which he did not like. The witness told 
his wife he did not want Tom Jackman to take 
the girl from Mrs. Brothers. The witness 
when asked if he had made certain remarks to 
the sister at

replied that he did not remember dis- 
tinctly what he did say, as the conver- 
sation was of a desultory nature.

CHICAGO'S GAS COMBINE. 


THE ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT GIVES 
TRUSTS IN THAT STATE A SEVERE BLOW. 


Decision Rendered by Justice McGruder 
Denying the Right of the Chicago Trust 
Co. to Buy and Sell the Capital Stock 
of Another Corporation—Origin of the 


HICAGO, Nov. 27.— 
The decision of the 
State Supreme Court 
at Ottawa, yesterda; 
in the case of the 
People vs. the Chi- 
cago Gas Trust Co., 
is a notable one. In 
it Justice Magruder 
gives trusts in lLili- 
nols a severe blow. 
The validity of the company is recognized 
and its right to sell and manufacture gas 
admitted, but the right to buy and sell the 
capital stock of any other company denied. 
The power to purchase and hold stock in 
otber companies, the opinion says, must be 
the subject of special legisiative action. The 
general incorporation act not only does not 
expressly authorize the purchase of such stock, 
but it forbids it in cases where the main 
purpose of the corporate creation is other 
than the purchase and sale ot stock. It the 
appellee can purchase and hold the capital 
stock of other gas companies it can hold all of 
such. The capital stock does not mean a part, 
but the whole. The Chicago Trust Co. has 
purchased and now holds a majority of all the 
shares of stock of the Chicago companies. 
One of the results of such holding is that the 
trust company can control tne four other com- 
panies. ’ 
MUST BE FOR A LAWFDL PURPOSE. 

The purposes for which a corporation is 
formed, under the general incorporation 
acts, the opinion continues, must 
be a lawful purpose. So far as 
the appellee was organized with the 
object of purchasing and holding all 
the shares of the capital stock of any gas com- 
pany in Chicago or Illinois, it was not organ- 
ized for a lawful purpose and all acts done by 
it toward the accomplishment of such object 
are illegal and void. Whatever tends to pre- 
vent competition between those engaged ina 
public employment or business, impressed 
with a public character, is opposed to public 
pdlicy, and therefore unlawful. Whatever 
tends to create a monopoly is unlawful, being 
contrary to public policy. 

„Ot what avail is it, says the Judge, that 
any number of gas companies may be formed 
if a giant trust company can be clothed with 
the power of buying up and holding tne stock 
and property of such companies. To create one 
corporation forthe express purpose of enga- 
bling it to control the corporations engaged in 
a certain kind of business, and particularly a 
business of a public character, is not only op- 


osed to the publie policy of the State, but is 
n contravention ofthe spirit if not the letter 
of the constitution... N 

5 ORIGIN OF THE SUIT. . 

Proceedings were begun abou* a year ago 
against the gas companies to determine 
whether under the laws of this State and with- 
in the scope of their franchises it was their 
legal right to combine for the purpose of 

sing the price of gas, and whether 
they had not forfeited their ohar- 
ters by 80 doing. Before Judge 
Baker, the attorney for the Trust held that 


| the companies had not violated the State laws 


in that they had resolved on a mutual action 
for the protection of their interests, and, not 
having bound themselves by any charter or 
constitution, they had done nothing 8 

Judge Baker’s decision was in favor of the 
gas companies, and this decision is now re- 
versed and the case romanded. 

President Billings of the Gas Trust said the 
decision would make little difference with 
them. They shall go right along attending to 
business, but under an old charter—that of 
the People's Gas Co., one of the members 
oe ig trust. The suit will be pressed to a new 
trial.

FIGHTING FOR RIGHTS. 


ELEVATED, ELECTRIC AND SURFACE RAIL- 
ROADS GRABBING FOR FRANONRISES. 


The Lindell and the Central & Western 
Want Delmar Avenue—Two Elevated 
and One surface Road Quarreling Over 
Broaaway—The Bobtail Bill Being Dis- 
cussed—The People’s Road Matters Still 
Unsettied. 


The Council Committee on Railroads holds 
a meeting late this afternoon to consider the 
Lindell Co.’s and Central & Western Co.“ 
street railway bills, and to hear arguments 
from all persons interested. 

The legislation in the case of these two bills 
will probably become very complicated owing 
to the fact that the bills conflict and there isa 
strong opposition on the part of some of the 
property-hboiders on the portions of the routes 
selected. The Lindell Railway Co. wants 

portion of its overhead eleotric 
wire extension from a point on Taylor ave- 
nue near or at the intersection of Delmar 
avenue, out Delmer avenue to a point where 
De Baleviere avenue would intersect if ex- 
tended, which is about 3, 000 feet west of the 
west line of Union avenue, from there the 
route is in a southwesterly direction to Forest 
Park. 

ASKING FOR NEW TRACKS. 

The Central & Western road, which is prac- 
tically the old Cable & Western, asks for a 
track on Delmar avenue from Taylor avenue 
to the western boundary of the Dorris proper- 
ty, and from there to Forest Park. It can be 
seen that both roads are anxious to get the 
right of way over Delmar avenue from 
Taylor avenue westward, and that 
both roads cannot get tracks on 
the same street. In addition to the opposi- 
tion thetwo companies are to expect from 
each other, a number of property holders are 
making objections to the tracks on the streets 
and the overhead system, which both roads 
will have the right to adopt ifthe ordinances 
are passed.

A REVISED MESSAGE. 


President HaRRISON’S extreme care to 
keep the suggestions of his first message 
profoundly secret to the last momgnt 
before the reading of the document in 
Congress, shows thatthe Administration’s 
programme for the session has been sub- 
jected to many amendments since the fall 
elections, and that the work of revision is 
still incomplete. 

There can be no doubt that the Repub- 
lican revolt against MaHONE in Virginia 
wasacenter shot that utterly deranged 
the Administration’s plan for the winter. 
The impudent claims of Manone and of 
Senator BL x that the Adminis- 
tration ticket was defeated in Vir- 
ginia by fraud and violence in- 
dicating the necessity for Federal 
control of elections, show what would 
have followed that electionif the Virginia 
Republicans had not rebelled against Ma- 
HONE’S bossism so openly and vigorously. 
But with so many of the leading Repub- 
licans in that State glorying in his defeat 
and pointing proudly to the majority of 
nearly 50,000 against him as their work, 
the cry of fraud is done for,“ and Pres- 
ident HargRison’s whole plan for building 
up a new Republican party in the South 
is a wreck. 

That huge majority against MAHONE 
was, in fact, the protest of the Southern 
Republicans themselves against any 
new legislation to enable the Fed- 
eral -Executive to control their 
elections and to foist upon them 
such bosses as MAHONE and CHALMERS.

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STANFORD’S SENATORS 

Senator FRrx, of the Senate Committee 
which has been enjoying the hospitalities 
of the Pacific roads under pretext of in- 
vestigating them, announces that the 
committee has decided that the Govern- 
ment’s security for the debts due it from 
the Pacific roads is ample.and that an 
extension of fifty years should be granted 
to enable the road to pay off their Gov- 
ernment indebtedness. 

That the security is at present, ample 
ollows as a log ical conclusion the fact 
that the stock of the indebted roads 
is to-day worth more in the markets than 
the aggregate amount due the Govern- 
ment, although the stock represents only 
what muy remain of the value of the 
the property after its sale under fore- 
closure for the payment of the Govern- 
ment’s lien. 

But the debt at maturity will be more 
than double its original amount, and a 
fifty-year extension will quadruple that 
amount. The security thatis ample now 
may be inadequate then, and the pro- 
posed extension will prolong the milking 
process which has diverted the earnings of 
the road from the payment of their debts 
into private pockets. 

When more Stanfords, Huntingtons, 
Goulds, Crockers and Hopkinses shal 
have accumulated immense private for- 
tunes out of the earnings of the roads, 
built with those earnings new and com- 
peting lines of their own on which the 
Government has no lien, and marketed 
more watered stocks on the credit of those 
earnings, what assurance have we or can 
we have that the security will still be 
ample for double the amount of the 
present indebtedness, or that the collee- 
tion of such an amount then will not wipe 
out more watered stocks and cause more 
loss to ‘“‘innocent purchasers” thereof, 
than a forced payment now?

Itis very well known that the Louisiana 
Lottery Co. is as overbearing and dangerous a 
monopoly as some scarcely less objectionable 
corporations in other States. The persons 
who enjoy the privilege of running the II- 
censed gambling-shop use the millions they 
win from the people to buy up the elections, 
the Legisiature, the courts and the public 
officials of Louisiana. They own the State, 
It is necessary that they should do so in order 
to insure a continuance of their pernicious 
privilege. 

The lottery men have the audacity to make 
no secretof their power or their methods, 
Alludiag to the intention of the company to 
secure an extension of its charter for twenty- 
five years, one of the managers telis a news- 
paper reporter: It all other means fail, we 
shall go to the Legislature and offer to pay thé 
entire State debt, amounting to about $12, 000, 
000. That ought to be a winning card.’’ This 
proposition proves what avast amount of 
money this dangerous and enticing gambling 
institution draws out of the pockets of the 
people, and what a paltry, insignificant 
amount of money, compared with the re- 
ceipts, it gives away in prizes. If the people 
who are simple enough to buy lottery tickets 
would consider these facts, their eyes would 
be open to their own folly and the profits of 
the enterprise would not be as enormous as 
they are.

Loterie Royale was finally suppressed. Surely 
they ought to have manbood enough to revolt 
against a monopoly which controls the affairs 
of the State and corrupts the ballot-box, leav- 
ing only the semblance of free government 
and making elections by the people a farce.

The Authorities Still Standing in 
the Way of Administering 
the Lottery Law. 


Crimes Are Committed Under the 
Very Eyes of the Police and 
Flaunted in Their Faces, 
Yet They Go Un- 
punished, 


Curious Warrants Which Offer the Defend. 
ant a Chance to Escape Issued by the 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney—William 
Freudenau Secures a Continuance Until 
Devember 5-—The Thankagiving Day 
Bond Rejected and a New One Required 
—The Law in the Oase Plainly Stated 
and the Negligence of the Authorities 
Clearly Pointed Out. 1 


HE lottery law is still de- 
ing violated and the police 
are making no effort to 
punish the guilty per- 
sone. 

‘*Culpable negligence’’ 
isa charge to which the 
police and others would 
have to piead guilty. 

How far the authorities 
are in the power of the 
lottery men and why the 
prosecutions are not be- 
gun and pushed are ques- 
tions that might bring 

out sensational answers. 

An alleged newspaper continues to print ad- 
vertisements of lotteries and papers contain- 
ing the unlawful publications are furnished 
free to the police, to every station and sub- 
station. 

Two warrants have been issued against the 
psuedo editor, but the President of the com- 
pany and the business manager have been 
ignored in the prosecution, and no notice has 
been taken of recent publications though the 
sheet has printed more unlawful advertise- 
ments than ever and flaunted them in the face 
of the police in bold deflance. The police 
cannot plead ignorance of this special offense, 
however good that defense might be in gen- 
eral, 

Vice-President Overall has said that each 
publication was a separate offense, 

These separate offenses have been called to 
the attention of Chief Heubler and Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes, yet neither of 
them nas taken any action.

THE LAW. 

Bec. 1566 of art. 8, of the Revised Statutes of 
Missouri, amended, reads as follows: 

It any person shall make or establish, or 
ald, or assist in making or establishing any 
lottery, gift enterprise, licy, or scheme of 
drawing in the nature of lottery as a business 
or avocation in this State, or shall advertise 
or make public, or cause to be advertised or 
made public by means of any newspaper 
pampbiet,circular, or other written or srint 
notice thereof, printed or circulated in this 
State, any such lottery, = enterprise, 
policy or scheme or drawing, in the nature of 
a lottery, whether the same is beilug or is to 
be conducted, held or drawn within or with- 
ous this State, he shall be deemed gullty of a 
felony, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
not less than two nor more than five years, or 
by imprisonment in the County Jail or Work- 
house for not less than six months nor more 
than twelve months.’’ 

The succeeding section applies to all 
local lottery enterprises. It reads as follows: 
Any person who shall sell or expose to sale 
or cause to be solid or exposed to sale, or shall 
keep or handle for the purpose of sale, or shall 
advertise or cause to be advertised for sale, 
or who shall print or publish such advertise. 
ment, or shail ald or assist or be in any wise 
concerned in the sale or exposure to sale of 
any lottery ticket or tickets, or any 
share or any part of any lottery ticket 
in any lottery or device in the nature of 
a lottery, within this state or elsewhere, apd 
any persons who shall advertise or cause to 
be advertised, the d ing of any scheme in 
any lottery, or who +: rintor publish such 
advertisement, and ll convicted thereof 
In any court of competent jurisdiction, shall 
for each and every such offense, forfeit and 
pay asum not exceeding 91,00), (Laws 1879,

All yesterday afternoon the fire-fighters 
labored, the ranks of the regular fre- 
men being increased by volnnteers from 
every walk of life, from the store clerk and 
porter to the capitalist and club-man. 

The women and girls employed in the fac- 
tories prepared refreshment for the exhausted 
firemen and some even assisted in passing 
pails of water to throw against the walls of 
mall bulldinge in danger. No one was idle 
and alljoined hands in the fight against the 
Gestructive element. 

A CITY OF RUINS. 

The former great city of shoes is now a city 
of ruins and Lynn can boast of the third 
largest fre which ever occurred in New En- 
gland. The othertwo were in Boston in 1872, 
Joss $100,000,000 and Portland, 1886, loss $12,- 
000,000. The loss to Lynn will be about $10,- 
000, 000. 

In the Fourth Ward all the immense shoe 
factories and prominent business houses are 
completely wiped out. 

As was stated in yesterday’s dispatches the 
fire started in Mower’s wooden building on 
Almont street, and such a mass of roaring 
flame burst out immediately that it was im- 
possible to gain any control whatever over 
the flames. The six-story brick building, 


also owned by Mower, and built next to the 
wooden biock took fireatonce. From here 
the fames spread rapidly in every direction, 
and the firemen «saw that their only 
hope was to try. and prevent the 
flames from spreading further. Their 
numbers were insufficient and the appliances 
at hand were not fitted for sucha flerce con- 
gration, and though they were assisted by 
remen from neighboring cities fora number 
of hours their efforts did not appear to dl- 
minish the fury ofthe flames. The conflagra- 
tion kept op until it was — 12 for lack of 
material on the ocean side of the city. @ 
SCENES IN THE STREETS. 

Scenes of the grestest confusion prevailed 
all tne afternoon. Amid the clanging of bells 
and shouts of the men could be heard the 
shrieks of women and children. Mothers 
with babes at their breasts rushed through 
the crowded streets; vehicles of every 
description loaded with household goods 
rumbling to and dro, frantic 
parents searching for lost children and wep- 
ing children unable to findtheir parents. The 
whole scene was one ofthe greatest confusion 
and terror, and the participants in it will 
never forget the great Lynn fire. 

BURNED AREA AND BUILDINGS. 

The burned territory includes and ie bound- 
ed by the following streets: Almont, Central 
avenue at its junction with Willow, Union 
from its junction with Broad to the Boyden 
biock on both sides, Mount Vernon street en- 
tire, Beach on both sides as far down as Lee's 
lumber yard, Wasbington from Monroe 
through to Union, Rallroad avenue, all of Ex- 
change street, Broad from the engine-house 
on both sides up as far as the corner of Ex- 
change, S;. ing street entire, besides dwelling- 
houses too numerousto mention on Suffolk, 
Amity, Sagamore and Beach streets. 

Four daily newspapers are burned out—the 
Item, Bee, Press an ews, three of which are 
issued in the afternoon and one in the morn- 
ing. Three national banks, the Central, Se- 
curity and First National, togetber with the 
Lynn Institute for Savings, located in the 
First National block are all wiped out. Twelve 
of the finest.sboe blocks in the city are all in 
ruins, and about twenty-five stores, At this 
writing it is impossible to tell how many 
dwellings houses are burned They were 
mostly ocoup ed by the poorciasa in the vicin- 
ity of Beach street andthe wharfs. It is im- 

ossibie to give an estimate of the Insurance, 
— conservative estimates place the loss on 
property at $10,000,000. 

There have as yet been no fatalities reported 
from the fire, although many minor accidents 
happened and there were a number of narrow 
escapes from falling walls, etc.

HOMELESS FAMILIES. 

Over six thousand persons are de- 
prived of employment; 200 families are 
homeless, and the Mavor has issued a call for 
aid. Last evening Mayor Newball called a 
meeting of the Aldermen together to decide 
what steps could be taken to assist the suffer- 
ers. A call was sent out to Boston and all 
neighboring cities praying for donations of 
clothing, money and provisions. The Alder- 
men were appointed into committees, and the 
work of assisting the sufferers will go on as 
rapidly as possible. 

Many of the former wealthiest men in the 
city arenow comparatively paupers, some of 
them actually having nothing except the 
clothes on their backs. Some have not even 
their clothes left. A hoveful feeling prevails 
generally, and it is expected that 

THE WORK OF REBUILDING 
Will go on rapidly. There are thousands who 
have earned their living and supported others 
by their earnings from destroyed factories, 
but nov they have no work and much suffer- 
ing will consequently ensue. 

Churches and school-hotises were occupied 
last night by the homeless. Mattresses bave 
been sent, and aid iscoming from the sur- 
rounding towns and cities. The Daily liem 
will isene to-day. 

Thieves came in from Boston and elsewhere 
in large numbere, and the amount of stealing 
was large. Two companies of militia were 
sent from Boston this morning and are pa- 
troling the town protecting property. 

A house blown up with powder at Broad 
and Exchange streets, at 3:45 o’clock, shat- 
tered windows in all directions, but the meas- 
ure was effectual in stopping the progress of 
the flames io that direction. 

William T. Ash, glipper manufacturer in 8. 
N. Breed’s block, insured for $40,000, which 
will pretty nearly cover his loss, he says. 

The streets were covered with a net- work of 
fallen wires, which somewhat impeded the 
progress of the fremen. 

The high brick fire wall on the B. F. Spinney 
block served as a barrier to the further prog- 
ress ofthe flames up Union street after that 
handsome structure was gutted. 

BSCAPES FROM DEaTH. 

Among the many narrow escapes from 
death which occurred during the fire was that 
of Ernest Williamson, who in the early stage 
of the fire volunteered to takealine of hose 
OP a ladder in front of the Dagyr bullding on 

lllow street, to play from the top upon the 
west wall of the Mower brick block, also on 
Willow street. He was followed by several 
other yenturesome men, some of whom were 
firemen, but almost as soon as they reached 
the roof the intense heat compelied them to 
beat a hasty retreat, and the hose fell to the 
sidewalk. Williamson was the last man to 
descend and was nearly suffocated before he 
could getafooting on the ladder, owing to 
its being ‘‘dogged.’’ He finally scrambled 
down in an exhausted condition, to the in- 
tense relief ot hundreds who expected to see 
him perish. Afew minutes later the upper 
west wall of the Mower biock fell through the 
Dagyr butiding with a terrific crash. The 
left side of Williamson’s face was blistered 
before he started down. 

Thousands of homeless people are cooped 
up in all kinds of buildings, school houses, 
ohurches, private residences and barns and 
out-houses. Some are without clothes and 
very few have any bed clothing except what 
has been sent them from other cities. There 
is also a scarcity of food, but every train 
brings carloads of necessities, and much 
suffering will consequently be averted by the 
prompt action of the neighboring cities. “ 


It Resembled the Great Bestoe Fire. 


LYNN, Mass., Nov. 27.—In proportion to ite 
areaand population this city yesterday suf- 
fered a larger lots by fire than any other city 


in Massachusetts during the present century. 
It began like the greatfire in Boston in No- 
vewber, 1872, in buildings that apparentiy 
could be easily reached, but as the flames 
spread they became so intense that for several 
hours human ekiil to stay them was of no 
avall. It was a terrible spectacle as the fire 
progressed and destroyed building after 
building, and structures built with all modern 
safeguards against fire could not resist the 
tremendous volume of flaine any more than 
an ordinary wooden an 
thin line of smoke could be visible at one 
moment, while afew minutes latera pile of 
ter marked the spot whare the building 
stood. 

Any one who watched the progress of the 
great fire in Boston in 1872 could not fail to 
notice in many respects a repetition of it 
here, as the water line formed one limit and 
the massing of engines at ancther point, after 
the conflagration bad raged nearly six bours 
marked a line where destruction ended an 
valuable residences which were endangered 
were saved. In extent of territory the burnt 
district of Lynn is about the same as that of 
Boston in 1872, and the loss relatively about 
thesame, The principal difference in the two 
fires was the burning of a large number of 
residences in Lynn, while in Boston the logs 
was almost entirely confined to warehouses, 
etc. It wasa pitiful sight here to witneus the 
breaking up of homes and the frantic efforts 
of occupants to save housebold treasures and 
other effects, most of which were doomed to 
destruction, becausein many instances it was 
impossible to procure teams to remove them, 

e city is to-day well patrolled by the mili- 
tia, six companies, 250 men in all, being on 
duty. The men are stationed at the entrances 
of the ruined streets, basring all approach to 
the burned district. Guards are stationed at 
the stores that are but partially cleaned out to 
prevent thieves from taking what is left. No 
one is permitted to pass the guards without 3 
permit from the Oity Clerk. Through the As- 
sociated charities many families were fur- 
nished lodging last night in rooms bired at 
lodging and dwelling bouses, and .rations of 
hot soup, crackers and bread are being served 
to all in need of food. Assoon as some plan 
for assistance can be devised the work of pro- 
viding for destitute families will progress rap- 
idly.

Loss of $100,C90 at Leechburg, Pa.

New Orleans cleared yesterday 11,000 bu corn for 
Liverpool. 

The United Kingdom's sunplies of wheat and flour 
increased last week over 1,600, bu, as imports 
and home deliveries together made up an amount 
that exceeded requirements that much. 

Last week's imports into the kingdem were 172,- 
000 bbls flour, 3,136,000 bu wheat and 1,140,000 bu 
corn. 

A question most frequently asked now is, how 
much wheat have farmers left to seil? That question 
is not easily answered, says the Minneapolis Record. 
It is known that more than 50 per cent of farmers’ 
surplus is yet in granaries in some sections of 
Minnesota. The claim is made 
there are portions of the Red 
Valley in which but little more tian 50 per cent of 
the surplus has been sold. Such places are the ex- 
ception. In many parts of Dakota farmers are begin- 
ning to scrape the bottom of their bins. with little to 
sell. In some parts of South Dakota the wheat ap- 
pears to be about all in, and elevatorsare being 
closed, except for the handling of coarse grain. 
Arrivais of wheat at Minneapolis and Duluth, count- 
ing from August 1, amount to 31,169, 299 bu. 
The new crop did not begin to move freely be- 
fore the middie of August, and of the smal! re- 
ceipts during the fore part of August more of 
them were old than new. Allowing the amount of 
old to be 600,000 bu, which is — correct 
the new crop movement at the two potas has reached 
in round numbers 30, u. The receipts 
during the first three weeks in November have been 
6. 799.491 bu in Minneapoiis. The arrivals at Duluth 
in the same time have deen 3,733,532 bu, making an 
aggregate for the two places of 10.533.023 bu, re- 
ceipts by far larger than evercame in during the same 
time in any previous year. It is nown that 
farmers’ deliveries from their granaries to coun- 
try elevators and warehouses have been much 
greater than the shipmemt from such warehouses to 
Minnesota terminal points. Just what that excess 
amounts to is at present indefinite, but estimated 
variously by different parties conversant with the 
situation. Some think the deliveries by farmers 
have exceeded shipments of count elevators by 

2.500. buli others put it at 3,000,000 bu 
— ing along above to some 4. 000,000 bu, it

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HOUSE PROPERTY.

1 Vote on Change To-Day Defeats the 
Proposition to Purchase the New Site 
for the Chamber of Commerce—A Very 
Close Fight, Not Decided Till the Last— 
Great Interest in the Result. 


Seldom has there been a greater crowd on 
the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange than that 
which assembled this morning, the occasion 
being the vote to de taken on 
the proposition submitted ~ by the 
Real Estate Committee to buy the Planters’ 
House. This proposition requires a three- 
fourths vote to prevail, and the purchase is 
also contingent upon the ability of the Real 
Estate Committee to secure a good and suffl- 
clent title. 

A HEAVY vors. 

The public meeting held on the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange on Monday last, at 
which the pros and cons of the proposition 
were discussed, attracted widespread atten- 
tion, and the consequence was that more in- 


terest was manifested and a larger vote drawn 
out than at any election held for many years. 

Both eides, those in favor of the r 
and those opposed to it, were bard at work 
from an early hour of the morning, and 
shortly after the polls were opened at 10 
o’clock it became evident that a 
heavy vote would be cast. Canvassing was 
carried on in a manner seldom -witnessed in 
an exchange election. Members were met at 
the doors, on the stairs and in the street, and 
their votes earnestly solicited. Those tavor- 
ing the sale hore large placards on their hats 
with the word For“ in black letters, while its 
opponents wore a similar placard bearing the 
word ‘‘Against.’’ The former largely exceed- 
ed the latter and it was at an early hour made 
manifest that those who desired the vote to 
carry had laid their wires much more skill- 
fully and had done much better canvassing 
than thelr opponents. 

ARGUMENTS OF ADVOCATES OF THE SALE. 

he outside vote had been counted upon ag 
hostile to the proposed change of investment 
but when it came to be polled it was — 
thal the contrary was the case and 
that the strongest 94 was to 
be found:on the floor of e Exchange, and 
among tts most active members. The real 
estate agents had been hard at work and had 
gained scores of votes for the proposition, as 
the sale of the Pianters’ House property for 
$1,520 a foot would have a most stimulating 
effecton all Fourth street real estate. Many 
members of the East End Improvement Asso- 
clation cast their influence in the 
same way, for the same rea- 
son, and, of course all holders 
of Fourth street real estate were 
ranged on the same side. All who were solic- 
ited to vote were assured that the purchase 
would in no way commit the Ex- 
change to A change of quarters. 
It was pointed out that if a change 
of location had been considered advisable, 
a site nearly the same as the one now occnu- 
pied would not have been chosen. And it 
was also shuwn that under the Constitution of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, no building could 
be erected unless a three.fourths vote 
in favor of it were given. Those 
opposed to a change were told that they would 
have the same power to prevent It as before, 
and great stress was lald upon thé influence 
which the possession of alot near at band 
would bave upon the owners of the 
present building when they were again 
approached with a proposition to sell. The 
advantages ofan 8 percent investment with 
good chances of appreciation of the principal 
over one bearing but 4 per cent, and diminish- 
ing in c sh value every year was enlarged 
upon, and this presentation of the case gained 
scores of votes. 

The strongest argument used was, however, 
that no change of location, but simply a 
change of investments was contemplated. 
Frank Galennie, E. O. Stanard, Charles A. 
Cox, Michael McEnnis, Charles F. Orthwein, 
and H. G. Haarstick were particularly active 
advocating the sale. 

AGAINST THE SALB. 

The opposition was centered tn the grain 
pit, ana those who were rangéd against the 
bill were also very active in canvassing. It 
was evident, however, that they had not 
started as soon as thelr adversaries, and 
they were surprised at the strength of the 
vote against them. The objections raised 
were thatthe price asked, „ Was ex 
cessive, that there was no certainty that a 
good title could be secured, as the property in 
question was owned bv a stock company of 
rather peculiar constitution, that the securi- 
ty was speculative in value, and likely to 
diminish rather than increase, that the in- 
come was assured fur but two years, and that 
in case ofadesire to build that there would 
be no money available. 

The present reserve fand was free of taxation 
but the rate on the Planters’ House would be 
likely to be increased. Among the strongest 
opponents of the measure were Messrs. God- 
dard, Schirmer, Fraley and Brockmann. 

A CLOSE VOTE. 

As the vote came in it was evident that the 
proposition for the sale would have a large 
majority, but few of its friends believed that 
it would get the required threefourtns. At 
the time that the polls closed it was evident 
that over 1,400 votes had been cast, and the 
result was ins doubt, with probabilities of the 
defeat of the sale, 

THE PURCHASE DEFEATED. 

When the polls closed it was hoped by some 
that the vote had carried, but when the count 
was completed at 2:20, it was found that the 
proposition had been deteated. The total vote 
cast was 1,422, of which 968 were for the pur- 
chase, and 454 against it. More than a two- 
third’s vote was cast in favor of the propo 
sition, but it failed of the necessary three- 
quarters by 97 votes.
